TRESPASS AND ASSAULT. 


TWO FISHERMEN FINED. 


At Ardmore (Co. Waterford) District Court 
two fishermen—Michael Riordan, Tinnabinna, 
and Michael Morrison, D’Loughtane—were 
summoned by the Duke of Devonshire and 
the Lismore Estates Company for tres- 
passing on the Duke's several fishery at 
Ardsallagh on Sunday, the 13th May. last. 
Mr. Penrose, manager, Lismore Castle, and 
Patrick Dooley, water bailiff, charged them 
with assault on the same occasion. 

From the evidence of Mr. Penrose and 
Dooley it appeared that they detected the 
men using a drift net as a fixed engine on 
the occasion. The men resisted Dooley, who 
got badly beaten. and would have been 
thrown over the cliff had not Mr. Penrose 
intervened. Riordan aimed a blow at the- 
latter with an oar, but missed. Both men 
were identified a few days later, Morrison 
having shaved off his moustache meanwhile. 

Mr. William R. Hodnett, defending, said 
that the arrival of Mr. Penrose, from the 
lofty spaciousness of Lismore Castle, ‘ wit. 
all the Duke’s horses and all the Duke's 
men,” to the stuffy little courthouse of Ard- 
more, led them to anticipate a big case, but 
when investigeted it proved to be o fno 
a import. There was no proof that stones 
ad been used, as stated in the summons. 
Mr. Penrose sustained no injury. 

The defendants were each fined £2 for 
trespass and 21s. for the assault, with costs.

PRINTERS’ CLAIM DISMISSED. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

The Gaelic Press, Ltd., 21 Upper Liffey 
street, sued Sean Milroy, 55 Lower Baggot 
street, and Frank ‘Saurin, ó Seapoint 
terrace, Clontarf, to recover £58 12s. 3u., 
balance alleged to be due for work done and 
materials provided at the defendants’ request. 
It was mentioned that Mr. Milroy had not 
been served with a civil bill, and thé case was 
proceeded with against the other defendant. 

Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. Gerald 
Byrne and Co.), for the plaintiffs, said that 
the Gaelic Press carried out the printing of a 
paper called 7'he Nation until, having accom- 
plished its purpose, it ceased publication, when 
the balance now sued for remained due, 

Mr. William Balfe, examined by Mr. Sains- 

bury, said that he, with others, carried on 
business in the name of the Gaelic Press. 
About the end of September, 1924. Mr. Saurin 
and Mr. Milroy came and asked for an 
estimate for the printing of a certain number 
of papers. The witness submitted an estimate, 
and got a reply from Mr. Saurin accepting it. 
Payments were received from time to time to 
the amount of £617 19s. 3d., all the pay- 
ments, with the exception of two, being by 
Mr. Saurin’s personal cheques. These sums 
were for the printing of The Nation news- 
paper, for what someone called an ‘ election 
issue.’ He had furnished the account for the 
balance now claimed. 
_In cross-examination by Mr. Mooney, who 
a by Mr. Noyk) appeared for Mr.

ath near the river that was overshacowed 

y trees through which the sun enchant- 
ingly broke. Sometimes it is entirely 
covered in overhead; the bushes grow 
thickly each side, and spilt petals of the 
wild rose lie underfoot. Then “- gets free 
of trees down by the river’s edge. It leads 
up and down steps till at last one comes 
opposite to the castle ruins at the water's 
edge on the opposite bank at Dunass. 

t is a path for lovers to walk on, or 
for a monk to count over his beads. Later 
I climbed the hill by the road «nd walked 
up the avenue of what was the Massey 
estate until the ‘‘trouble.’’ From here 
the whole expanse of river can be seen, the 
islands and those unexpected little trees 
that flourish in the midst of the water. 
The islands are unlike those on most of 
the smaller rivers or lakes. Trees such as 
dark flat pines—called, I think, Scotch 
pines—and larches leaning over in profu- 
sion, and’ copper beeches flovrist. The 
island nearer to Castleconnell village gives 
the impression of a small piece of densely 
wooded land cut neatly off and put in the 
river. From the hill the Clare Moun- 
tains can be seen and a sketch of wooded 


country. 
SHANNON FISHING. 

The Shannon, as well as being the 
largest river in Ireland, is also the gr-atest 
fishing river. One man brought in eight 
salmon one evening in April this year; 
two slabs were covered in the hotel on 
Whitsun Monday with salmon. I cannot 
remember the exact number of that joint 
haul. The record weight this ye « was a 
5ilb. fish caught by Mr. McDonald, of 
Waterford. A fisherman drew the next 
heaviest, 50lb., and the third was Lord 
Kingston's catch, 4741b. The 5ilb. salmon 
was the second largest salmon “EE in 
the British Isles this year. The largest 
was caught in the Tay—53lb. They had 
not killed such a heavy fish for forty-nine 


years. 
FISHING CHARGES. 

There are five large fisheries in the 
Castleconnell region Jet at a high price in 
the season from February to May. En- 

uiries should be made from Mrs. 
©’ Donovan, Castleconnell. The fishing for 
July is grilse or peal, as it is locally 


called. This is cheaper than season 
snlmon—about £1 a day, eve.ything in- 
cluded. Grilse is young salmon, with a 
very delicate flavour. I saw a fisherman 
carrying one as I was walking along t-1e 
river path; it seemed to have a more 
silvery skin than the ordinary salmon, 
“md te weigh about 5ib. ) praised its 
fine a; pearance as it swung to and fro ith 
ihe sun, but the fisherman said: Ah, 
it’s only a small one!” Hotel accommo- 
dation, which is excellent in Cast'econnel, 
is also cheaper in the grilse season. 

I inquired from a fisherman, who lived 
in a delightful house on the rivers edge, 
and. over which a red rambler rose had

There is a fine bathing lace in Castle- 
connel, with the highest diving board in 
Southern Ireland, 20 feet at summer 
water level. Motor boat excursions are 
run on Sundays to O’Brien’s Bridge. 

There are many interesting places 
about Castleconnell, such as Newport, 
with a Benedictine monastery, and the 
lake at Killaloe (southern point). Ex- 
cursions can be made up this lake by 
motor boat, and a good lunch is to be 
had at *Portumna. ‘Buses run from 
Castleconnell to neighbouring places, and 
a Limerick ‘bus goes twice a day and 
costs 1s. 3d. return, which is a record 
cheap fare for a distance of eight miles. 
I heard at the hotel that more English 
visitors have come to Castleconnell this 
year than any year since the war. 

ADARE. 

When I reached Adare the day after I 
had been in Castleconnell it was raining. 
But it is so neat and trim that the rain 
could not really spoil it. It has pleasant 
thatched houses, well kept within and 
without; gardens, where huge blue 
Canterbury bells sway, and a fountain of 
perpetual spring water, given to the 
village by the Earl of Dunraven. The 
Dunraven estate is at the bottom of the 
village. It is wonderfully peaceful walk- 
ing under those old and luxuriant trees. 
There is a deer park, and the present 
Lord Dunraven plans bringing home deers 
to stock it. The last Earl had not only 
deer, but wild Scotch cattle that had to 
be shot when they were required. Good 
trout fishing is to be had at Adare in the 
Maigue River. A permit to fisl. may be 
obtained from the estate agert, Mr. 
Pollock, and from him a permit can be 
obtained to enter the Adare estates also. 

Specially good accommodation for 
horses can be had in the hunting season, 
each horse having a separate box. The 
kennels are a mile and a half from the 
village, and Lord Dunraven’s stud is on 
the Limerick road, one of his most 
famous horses being Warden of the 


Marches. 
AN IDEAL SPOT. 

I had my lunch in an ideal room, 
polished oak and oak-beamed ceiling. 
The tables were decorated with flowers, 
shining silver, and the whitest of linen, 

When I got to the station at Adare in 
the rain, I noticed the trim appearance 
of the country people, who live up to 
their tidy village. I shall not speak of 
Limerick here, except as a large town, 
easily reached from Castleconnel] and 
Adare. ’’Buses run twice a day from 
Adare. Taxis, as far as I could gather, 
are easily had in Limerick, but motors 
may be hired and the outside car. There 
are several hotels in Limerick, whose 
prices are quoted in the-Irish Tourist 
Association’s hotel list. 

There is a good ’bus service in Limerick 
—one "bus runs from Limerick to Dublin 
daily, a 'bus runs to Kilkee, and there is 
a ‘bus service every half-hour to the 
Shannon scheme from Limerick. 


YESTERDAY’S_ CASES IN THE COURTS._ 


A MISSING WILL. 


a 
FAMILY THREATENED WITH 
COMMITTAL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the goods of Daniel O’Brien, late of 
Inchemay, Co. Cork, farmer, 

Mr. Hungerford (instructed by Messrs. | 
Wynne and Wynne). on behalf of Cornelius 
O’Brien, son of the deceased man, applied to 
have Bridget O’Brien, John O’Brien, Daniel 
O’Brien and Jeremiah O’Brien, his sister and 
brothers, attached for contempt, on failure to 
comply with a subpena served on them to 
bring in and lodge in court the original last 
will of the deceased, Daniel O’Brien. 

It appeared that the deceased man died in 
November, 1918, having previously made his 
will, in which he left his farm at Inchemay to 
Cornelius, with certain provisions regarding 
the maintenance of the testator’s widow and 
his son Jeremiah, and’ for the payment of 
£200 to his son John. He left his farm at 
Curraraigue to his son Daniel, he to pay 
William £250. Cornelius now wanted to have 
the will proved, but could not find it, as, he 
alleged, it was in the possession of some 
member of the family who did not want to 

ive it up and had it hidden. Jn a written 

ocument, stated to be under the hand of 
Bridget O’Brien, was the phrase: “ Although 
we withheld the will from registry for no 
certain purpose, we now realise we were 


right.”’ 

The matter was before the Court on the 
previous Friday, when affidavits were referred 
to from the four members of the family who 
had been served with the subpang, and was 
allowed to stand for notice to be served on 
them to attend for examination. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
MacCarthy, Hanrahan and Moloney), who 
appeared for Bridget, John, Daniel and 
Jeremiah O’Brien, now said that these wit- 
nesses were present, and, briefly, their case 
was that they hid not the will, and never had 
it, There was no doubt that the will was 
made, and that the mother, who died in 
April, 1926, had the will, and threatened to 
destroy it, as she was not satisfied with it. 

The four witnesses having been examined, 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne said that when the 
case was before him on the last occasion he 
was not able, from the bald affidavits of the 
respondents, to make up his mind where the 
truth lay, and had directed them to attend 
there that day for the purpose of being cross- 
examined on their affidavits. On Friday last 
he had some doubt abcut the truth of their 
affidavits, but he had little doubt now. He was 
quite satisfied that the evidence that the wit- 
nesses had given him that day was untrue. 
it was obvious that these persons did not 
like the will, and, according to the evidence 
of Bridget O’Brien, her mother referred to 
it as a swindle. All these parties lived 
together, and one of the witnesses had stated 
that he saw the will in an unlocked box 
after his father’s death. He was satisfied, 
particularly by the evidence of these people 
that the will came into their session or 
under their control, and that they knew all 
about it. They had refused to bring it 
in or give any information about it, and he 
would now attach them for contempt of 
Court and give them an opportunity of 
shaking oP wee os. “ might in

Origin of London s

Che: Real Tailteann 2 


During a day’s motor trip this week T 
discovered a piece of country the beauty 
of which I have never seen described. | 
had been reading a pamphlet on the 
Loughcrew Carns, by the Rev. RF. R. 
Callary, of . St. Mary's, Drogheda, 
published last year by the Drogheda 
Independent, and I induced a party of 
addicted sight-seers to accompany me on 
& run to the heights in question. 

lt. is contended that the Loughcrew 
hills, near Oldcastle, which are thick with 
mysterious, ancient graves, are the real 
site of the burial ground of Tailteann, 
where the Ultonians buried their dead 
and celebrated their funeral games. Morc- 
over, remarkable archeological discoveries 
have been made by various 
Conwell, Coffer, Wood Martin and 
Macalister—during the last half-century. 


Undiscovered: Meath. 


Now, everyone knows Tara and New 
Grange; but here is ground that relatively 
few have visited, and I went with lively 
curiosity. We drove by the Black Bull te 
Trim, .with its stately castellations tower- 
ing in green meadows, and so through 
rich and lonely country to Athboy. It was 
on this side of Trim that we sighted our 
destination afar off—a low, curving line 
of blue hills, fringing the well-wooded 
plain. 

From Trim. to Athboy was novel 
country—rich; Jevel pasture, with hardly 
a house, and never a car on the road save 
our own. At the pretty village of Crossa- 
keel, with .its triangular green and its 
steep descent to the vale, we saw the 
Loughcrew hills extended superbly before 
us—three peaks, which the lie of the land 
exaggerated in height.. One was crowned 
with wood ; another, Slieve-na-Caillighe, 
seemed’to be surmounted by a big pyramid 
or monstrously large cairn. 


The Roof of the Midlands. 


The road to Oldcastle runs over the 
shoulder of the third hill, crossing by 
a slender pass. It was as we climbed, on 
low gear to this pass, that J saw all 
Eastern Leinster extended, from the 
Ulster mountains in the North to those 
of Wicklow in the South; but, splendid 
as this view was, it was surpassed at the 
os itself by the immense expanse of 

estern country that suddenly was re- 
vealed. A blue peak in the remote 
distance suggested Ben Gulban or Slieve 
Anierin, and a chain of lakes—Lough 
Ranior, Lough Sheelin, Lough Derra- 
varagh—shone in the spacious plain. 

We climbed to the summit of Carnbane, 
one of the three Loughcrew heights, and 
I - believe’ that our view extended into all 
provinces of Treland. © Who 
would believe that. flat Meath contained 
remarkable vantage point? 
Certainly T will recommend everyone 
henceforward. who asks me how to see 
Treland to go to this easily accessible 
roof of the Midlands. 

We drove home by. Delvin, eating straw- 
berries in Ballivor for a poet’s sake, and 
crossing alternate pasture and bogland by 
excellent roads on which we met hardly 
another car and only one omnibus. 


Ghe Eccles Estate.

In .an application made before the 
Dublin, Courts a few days ago, counsel 
incidentally mentioned that the premises 


whieh it was sought to obtain possession. of 


belonged to the Eccles estate. The pro- 
perty perpetuates t'.e name of one of the 
successful adventurers who espoused the 
cause of William IIT. in the latter years 
of the seventeenth centur\. viz: John 
Eccles, who had 2 ‘een appreciation of 


‘the value of prospective building sites, and 


secured in return for his fealty t~ his liege- 
lord some of the best plots of ground on 
the North side of Dublin. The presént 
Eccles street is called after him, and dur- 
ing the early Georgian reigns was one of 
the finest thoroughfares in the city. The 
street was named after him in 1772, and 
at that time it contained the residences 
of several of the-wealthiest inembers of the 
aristocracy, including a number of peers 
and Parliamentary representatives. It 
continued to be a select. and fastionable 


street up to about the latter ’nineties, after 


which its houses by degrees became 
tenements. It was in No. 59 that Cardinal 


Cullen, Archbishop of Dublin, lived and 


died nearly fifty “eais ago. Eccles was 
Lord. Mayor. of Dublin in 1710-11, and 
was knighted afterwards.

“Truth is Stranger.” 


Mr. Edgar Wallace’s fertile imagina- 
tion never conceived so romantically 
strange a series of incidents. as those 
which he experienced this week in Berlin. 
Certainly he would be more than human 
if he did not experience a sensation, 
staggering and bewildering, when he came 
to discover that he, the creator of so 
many ‘crooks’ and _ swindlers, was 
actually face to face with Berlin’s most 
accomplished representative of the art. 
von Egloffstein’’ assuredly 
showed himself the soul of amiability and 
condescension to the English novelist, 
who should regard himself as under an 
obligation to the obliging '“ crook”’ for 
all the sights and terrors of Berlin’s 
underworld which he showed him. Call- 
ing upon Mr. ‘Wallace at his hotel, he 
blandly undertook to introduce h:m to the 
chief of police and show him over the 
police headquarters—promises whech he 
promptly kept. Imagine the novelist’s 
surprise when, on returning to his hotel, 
his new ecquaintance revealed himself as 
one of Germany’s most notorious 
swindlers. Believing, no doubt, that one 
good turn deserves another, the ex- 
convict was made a welcome guest, and 
the recipient of Mr. Wallace’s generous 
hospitality. This unsought introduction 
will, no doubt, open a new world to the 
novelist’s vision.

Herr Klose. 


One of the interesting visitors to Dublin 
in connection with the Atlantic flye?s’ 
reception has been Herr Klose, the director 
of the Agency Department of the North 
German Llovd Line. Herr Klose came 
over from Bremen with the flyers. He was 

responsible for the 
organisation of their 
reception at Bremen, 
and may be regarded 
as the driving force 
behind the whole tour 
of the German-Iriso 
airmen when they 
were the guests of the 
American yeople and 


ithe North German 
Lioyd Company. 
Herr Klose is a 
native of Bremen, 
and, although a very 
young man, has had 
a most acventurous 
career. He is considered one of the most 
efficient organisers in the German trans- 
port service, and is particularly interested 
in the now established Lufthansa (Civil 
Air Force). This aero-taxi service is 
linked up with the British Air Service, 
and controls the new aerial route to the 
Continent. At Bremerhafen the ’planes 
depart regularly on the arrival of the 
big liners at Bremen—to Hamburg, Berlin, 
Halle, Leipzic, Cologne, Munich, extend- 
ing to Vienna, Budapest and Moscow. 


As a Bird Flies. 


Hrrr KLOSE. 


The desire to cover grov..d as swiftly as 
a bird seems almost possible under the: 
conditions of the new aerial service to the 
Continent, and those with money to spend 
and anxious to reach their destination 
quickly are readily availing themselves of 
these new air taxis, which are lined up at. 
Bremen ready to take passengers aboard 
for almost anv country in Europe. Herr 
Klose told me. that from his window he 
can see the arrival of a ‘plane for a 
ce;tain route, and he prepares to catch it 
just as we do our ’bus or tram. Within 
a short time, perhaps, we may also enjoy 
this luxury, which at the moment is for 
the wealthy traveller and the merchant 
prince; but one must also realise its ad- 
vantage in the case of illness in bringing 
the specialist fo the sick beside or the 
relative to a stricken person in the shortest 
possible time. 


Commercial Training. 


Like all successful business men, Herr 
Klose believes in going through the mill. 
Experience can be gained, he believes, in 
any commercial concern, and he tells that 
he began his training in a jute manu- 
facturers in Bremen, going later to 
Dundee, the centre of that creat industry. 
To study accountancy he entered the 
Siemens firm at Nuremburg, and then 
spent five vears in Chicago, belisvineg that 
one cas by studying Américan methods 
in the business world of to-day. 

Then came his travels in the Fast, and 
his return to Bremen to enter the service 
of the North-German Llovd, where at 
present he directs its big international 
Agency department. 


An Oil King. 


To-morrow brings an 89th aniversary 
to “ The Creator of the Age of Oil’’— 
John. D. Rockefeller, reputedly one of | e 
richest men on earth. Beginning life as a 
humble bookkeeper, he started a small oil 
factory, absorbed rivals, and created the 

reatest financial combination in existence 
in the Standard Oil Trust. Despite his 
enormous wealth and the huge sums— 
totalling over £20,000,000—which he has 
given to educational and other institu- 
tions, the Oil King has always led a most 
frugal life, and a short time ago gave the 
programme of his daily routine.

THEIR PATIENT 
INDUSTRY.

OM a comparison of Freneh and Irish 
food, and their nourishment, one 
comes to French farmers. A agp gE 
has suggested that the French diet, so 


be suitable for a nation mainly agricul- 
tural, and that the Irish farmer would 
not be able to work if he were fed in the 
French way. 

The answer may be seen by anyone who 
crosses two channels to study, however 
superficially, French farmers and French 
farming. One does not have to go far 
inland for this. It is only necessary to 
turn. off the track of the foreigner at 
Calais or Boulogne, and take a slow train 
a few kilometres into France. Here one 
finds the French farming country familiar 
to anyone who has read “ The Spanish 
Farm “*—significant country for a reason 
beyond that of its industry. 

A French gentleman of the old school 
stood on one of those flat, white roads, 
looking across cornfields into infinite 
distance. “If there are in your country 
any who would study French methods’’— 
he bowed charmingly——“‘ you have only to 
commend them.” He himself was no 
farmer, but he was on friendly terms with 
his farmer neighbours, whese tilled fields 
were like an invading army about the 
very walls of his besieged chateau. There 
was never such tillage. Not a yard, not 
an inch, of land was wasted. If one had 
an apple orchard, one tilled. the land 
between “the trees. The potato blossom, 
early in. France, came with the white 
blossom of the:fruit. Monsieur le Fermier 
must have looked longingly at the over- 
grown garden of the chateau, or, perhaps, 
he was patient, waiting while his property 
grew inch by inch. 


THE VIRTUE OF PATIENCE. 


He would have patience, coming from 
a patient people. We in Ireland care 
little for the prosperity that must be won 
slowly. It explains, perhaps, why most 
things are more expensive to buy in Ire- 
land than in other countries. Having 
little liking for business, we would make 
a big profit, and be done with it. Perhaps, 
the French farmers, to whom my hosts 
would have commended those who would 
learn from them, could have taught us 
much about patience. 

The farmer whose lands came almost to 
the door of the chateau had seen his farm 
destroyed. It was in a back area, but not 
beyond the reach of bombs dropped ‘roin 
the air, or long-range guns. One solitary 
wall, old and weather-beaten, stands im 
contrast to the new brick of the rebui:: 
farmhouse. It was all that stood wh2n 
the farmer came back after the war. 1! 
which he fought with his sons. 

The marvellous industry of these people 
has almost wiped out the traces cf war, 
in that back area at least. Al] ‘he enerzv 
that went to winning the war was set to 
winning the peace when the war wis over 
The patient, bent figures of men and 
women are in the fields as soon as «iay- 
light comes, and, if you walk through the 
village at the chateau gates at seven 
o’clock on a winter evening, you wil] see 
no’ light. Every man and woman, and 
every beast was asleep after the long ay, 
preparing for the long day to-morrow. 


UNENDING TOI. 


Tt seems an almost inluman life of un- 
ending toil, with no time for recreation. 
One talks of modern movements in other 
countries. There is a stir among the 
young towards something on the lines of 
the Wandervigel in Germany; but that Is 
for the towns. Here there is no time. 
The Boy Scouts again—that movement has 
grown recently in France; but, again, one 
must have the time. There is no English 
week-end, no Saturday afternoon. Only 
in Roman Catholic France—that is, to say, 
Brittany—is there Sunday. 

One sees the life. looking on from out- 

side, as monotomous as the flat fields 
stretching away to the sky-line. Yet 
there is the land, which must be some- 
thing living to a French farmer whose 
three sons have died for this land. There 
is the farmhouse to come back to at 
evening, when the firelicght is reflected in 
the copper saucepans against the wall, and 
the table is set, and the chairs drawn up 
to it. The kitchen is spotless, although 
there is a faint or strong smel] from the 
manure-heap in the vard outside. French 
order stops at the farmhouse _ door, 
perhaps. Inside there is good food, 
warmth, with the windows shut tight, for 
a man who has worked in the air all dav, 
and, when the meal is over, a good bed to 
rest in. 
Monsieur and Madame retire early. If 
they glance at the paper, it is only for the 
prices at the market. They are hardly 
interested in politics, except as they affect, 
or may affect, their farm. In such a life 
there is no time for polities, which do not 
greatly stir men who are both occupied and 
well-fed. Perhaps, it is largely due to the 
Frenchwoman that France has not lost the 
peace after winning the war.

OPENING OF NEW REPTILE 
HOUSE. 

This morning the new Reptile House in the 
Dublin Zoological Gardens is to be declared 
open by Mr. Ernest Blythe, Minister 
Fivrence. 

This new building has been constructed. or 
rather adapted from the old acquarium, at a 
cost of £950. of which about £480 was con- 
tributed py members and friends of the 
Society. A number of dens have been set 
up inside round the walls of the old building. 
and the new windows are of vita glass, which 
allows the ultra violet rays of the sun to pass 
through and exercise their beneficial effect. 
It is hoped that the experiments carried out 
en animals with this glass will be of interest 
te scientists, who are testing the value of its 
effect on the health of the human race. The 
floors and the sides of the dens are of a 
special form of concrete called aero-concrete 
which is more satisfactory than the ordinary 
kind, heing a non-conductor of heat. There 
fore, the animals are not subject to the same 
surlden changes from heat to cold. 

The collection of reptiles which will be on 
view is the finest of its kind that has ever 
heen seen in Ireland; there are manv varieties 
of snakes, poisonous and non-poisonous, and 
some healthy voung alligators and crocodiles 
The Australian monitors lately added to the 
exhibits are rather interesting in their habits. 
Eggs are their staple food. and they swallow 
them shell and all. It is stated that a 
second egg can sometimes be heard knocking 
against the first in the monitor's throat. sr 
rapidly do they snap them up.

Healing Wings. 

This week was “(German Week ” in 
Dublin, and it has been crowned fittingly 
with President Cosgrave’s message to the 
German people. As he says in that 
message, the Free State took Germany’s 
gallant airmen to her heart. Her honours 
were showered on them in a hundred 
happy ways, and they have been quick to 
acknowledge their pride and - gratitude. 
The Bremen’s success (shared by an Irish- 
man) and this week’s incidents in Dublin 
have peculiar elements of satisfaction for 
the citizens of both countries. Germany, 
ir. the first place, has put her name in the 
forefront of aerial achievement. In the 
next; place, she has established relations 
of genuine friendship with a country which 
was her enemy in. the Great War. Since 
she went to Geneva and re-entered the 
comity of nations she has renewed the 
traffic of diplomacy and trade with her 
late enemies, but hitherto her relations 
with them’ have been “ cor ” rather 


* | ment of her political independence, 


Majesty's” 


that has been extended to her spon- 
taneously and without reserve. Her 
answering feeling, we believe, is perfectly 
sincere; and, if she hopes that German 
trade will benefit from this entente with 
the Free State, the hope is legitimate. 
She will deserve to succeed if she is able 
to persuade the Free State that Germany 
can oust Great Britain as the best 
customer for Irish exports. The causes of 
Irish satisfaction during the present week 
are equally obvious. In the first place, 
an Irishman has shared the fame of the 
Bremen’s exploit—has written Ireland's 
name on the air, even as many Irishmen 
have written it on land and sea. In the 
next place, by her official welcome to the 
German airmen and her high, exchange of 
compliments with the’ German people, the 
Free State has achieved a new advertise- 
It is 
true that her independent status had been 
exhibited already at the Imperial Confer- 
ence, at Geneva and in the matter of the 
American peace pact, but these exhibi- 
tions were made through the cold agency 
of the diplomatic machine. The entente 
with Germany has been a warm, human 
affair. The official receptions have been, 
for the Irishman in the street, a lively 
illustration of the Free State’s new place 
in the world. During the past week 
Dublin, with its bustle, its gaiety, its 
army of German visitors, has presented 
the aspect of a European capital. We are 
sure that this domestic proof of her 
*‘coming of age ” in international affairs 
has brought pride and pleasure to the 
Free State’s Government. Yet it will not 
forget, we may hope, that the interna- 
tional arena has its pitfalls. We are 
slightly perturbed by the fact that the 
Government gave an apparently official 
‘send-off’? yesterday to Major Fitz- 
maurice when he flew to Doorn as the 
guest of the ex-Kaiser—who (as “ His 
Court Marshal announces) 
has received him with

now is about to be changed involved the 
direct subsidy of competing road services

They will have power to estab- 
lish road services, but the Minister for 
Transport will see that this power is not 
abused. He will be the guardian of the 
public interests, and the Select Committee 
has promised to advise him to draft a 
bill as soon as possible to place the whole 
trafic of Great Britain on a properly 
organised basis.

Fhe Largest Airship. 

Major ©. C, Turner, Aviation Corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph, describes 
the R100, the biggest airship in the 
world, which has been constructed at 
Howden, Yorkshire, under the direction 
of the British Air Ministry. This vessél 
is no less than 700 fect in lenzth, and 
has a gross lifting power of 156 tons. 
Her gas capacity is no less than 5,000,000 
cubic feet. She has cabins for the 
accommodation of no few:: than 100 
passengers, and is equipped with a 
dining-room that can be turned into a 
dancing chamber. The crew of forty 
have their own mess deck and berths, 
which are arranged as in maritime craft. 
On either side of the vessel are pro- 
menade decks, from which passengers 
will be able to observe the passing land- 
scape through windows that are placed 
in a sloping screen. There will be no 
air-sickness aboard the R100; ‘or great 
airships are free from vibration, and 
rolling motion as they are propelled 
through the air is slight. The noise of 
the engines will be heard bu; as 4 
distant murmur—first, because they are 
far from the passengers’ quarters, and 
secondly, because they are not, as in 
an aeroplane, run at high speed. For 
these reasons it is obvious that airships 
of this type are likely to become far more 
popular than ‘“‘heavier-than-air “ craft. 
Voyages will be comparatively short— 
not exceeding, as a rule, some 48 hours— 
but, with a speed of 75 miles an hour, 
substantial distances will be cuvered. It 
is expected that the R100 will make her 
first flight in the late summer or autumn 
of the present year. Some 250 men will 
be needed to haul her from her shed. 
After the trial flights the Airship 
Guarantee Company will be free to 
exercise an option to purchase this aerial 
leviathan from tho Air Ministry for

POST. OFFICE LINES, 


FROM A FINANCIAL Corresponpent. 
Although the Imperial Wireless and 
Cable Conference has not yet submitted 
its report, the broad outline of the recom. 
mendations that will be therein contained 
are becoming increasingly well known. 
This is not, after all, unnatural: for 
while the full text of the report has not 
set been communicated to the respective 
interested Governments, it is thought that 
the conference has not arrived at definite 
proposals without consultation with both 


tne home and Dominion authorities, and 


not without a well-founded belief that the 


recommendations to be made will prove 


acceptable to the respective parties. 

Thus it is assumed that a merger of the 
principal cable and radio communications 
throughout the Empire will be the under- 
lying principle of the conference’s recom- 
mendations. 


UNIFIED CONTROL. 
By this means there will come under 
unitied control the two systems of com- 


munication—t.e., cable and radio, and also’ 


both State and public interests. 

In essence the Marconi-Eastern merger 
will receive approbation, subject to due 
Government representation on the pro- 
posed corporation to, be formed, and into 
whieh the majority of the Post Office com- 
miinication interests will also be merged. 

The proposed corporation will thus in- 
clude, besides the Eastern Telegraph Asso- 
-jated companies and the Marconi Wire- 
less companies, the major system of the 
l’acific Cable Board (at present a joint 
Siate enterprise, in which Great Britain, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand are 
interested),” the Post Office “ beam ”’ 
stations and the Post Office imperial 
cable trans-Atlantic system. 


REVISED RATES. 

\n important proviso is included to 
the effect that -all surplus profits, 
beyond what is required to distribute a 
fair return on the capital involved, will 
be utilised-in’ the reduction of rates, and 
in otherwise improving the systems and 
providing adequately ' for all contin- 
gencies. 

Distributable profits will thus be estab- 
lished en a sliding scale with traffic rates. 

The merger clearly will not be confined 
to imperial communications. Neverthe- 
less, it is likely that Government 
authority and superintendence will limit 
itself to the imperial section. It is for 
this reason that two entities, one Imperial 
and one extra-imperial, are likely to be 
set up. 

It is not yet clear, however, how it is 
proposed to deal with profits in this 
respect, for it is hardly conceivable that 
large profits earned, or conversely losses 
incurred, in one section should be re- 
flected in rates or otherwise in the other.

Bill in the House of Commons to-day the 
prevailing view in thé Lobby was that 
the future of the measure was uncertain. 
The bill has now exhausted all its oppor- 
tunities as a private member's measure, 
and only Government assistance can 
save it. . eee 

The Government months ago gavé a 
promise to consider the giving of facili- 
ties, and the promoters assume that a 
further day. for the completion of the 
report stage and third reading of the 
bill will now be provided By the Govern- 
ment. 

What the Government has to fear in 
providing time for further discussion of 
the bill is that the Labour! Party, which 
is officially committed against the bill, 
may, in reprisal, attempt to delay all 
Governmént business. Labour members 
say that they cannot be expected to 
facihtate Government business if the time 
thus saved is to be used im passing a 
private member's Totalisator Bill to which 
they are strongly opposed. 

Another factor in the situation is that 
more than half of the Conservative mem- 
bers of the House have displayed an atti- 
tude of indifference towards the bill, and 
have taken no part in the divisions. 


THE REPORT STAGE. 
—- 
VIGOROUS OPPOSITION. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The opponents of the Racecourse 
Betting Bill renewed their attack this 
afternoon, when the measure came before 
the House on report. They were: sup- 
ported this time by the full official 
Upposition, and they resorted to every 
possible Parliamentary device to delay 
the further progress of the bill. 

Seeing so many members present, Mr. 
Montague, the Labour member for Isling- 
ton, had an inspiration. Instead of 
wasting time talking about the “tote,” 
would it not, he asked, be much more 
fitting t@discuss the poverty and distress 
existing in the country? Labour mem- 
bers cheered, and so encouraged him to 


ask leave to move the adjournment. The 
Speaker refused the request, and the 
Opposition then took the next step, 


which, if successful, would have wrecked 
the bill. 

It was Mr. Ramsay Macdonald who 
took upon himself the responsibility of 
Suggesting to the Speaker that the bill 
had been so altered in Committee, 
upstairs, that it was no longer the bill 
to which the House had given a second 
reading, and ought, therefore, to be 
withdrawn and re-introduced in an 
amended form. Mr. Macdonald had 
provided himself with plenty of prece- 
dents. He quoted the Partnerships 
(Amendment) Bill of 1856, and the 
Tithes Rent Bill of 1889, as examples of 
measures which had to be re-introduced 
in consequence of the changes made in 
them. The bill now before the House. 
he said, differed materially from the 
original. There was, in fact, only about 
a line and a quarter of the old bill left. 

Sir Basil Peto supported Mr. 
Macdonald’s arguments that the bill, as 
s“hey now saw it, was an entirely new 
structure, built up on the few fragments 
of the old. 

The Speaker then gave his ruling.. He 
said that he had carefully considered the 
precedents, and had arrived at the con- 
clusion that they had little bearing upon 
this particular case. The bill. as it was 
originally introduced, was little more 
than a skeleton, and what’ the Com- 
mittee upstairs had done was to clothe 
the bones with flesh and blood. The bill 
was really the same bill to which a sécond 
reading had been given. 

Then the Opposition fired another shot 
in the shape of a motion to re-commit 
the bill to a Select Committee. This was 
tantamount to moving its rejection, and 
Mr. Rhys Davies, speaking on the motion, 
made it clear that he and his friends 
did not want thé bill in any shape or 
form. ‘‘ There are some of us,” he said, 
‘‘ who object to the State’s entering into 
partnership with the doubtful, and, I say 
vile, transactions of gambling and 
betting. The Select Committee will be 
entitled to have before it the evidence 
of social workers, magistrates, and the 
Church, and the Church of England will 
want to know how the Home Secretary 
can have one hand on the Prayer-book 
and the other on the  totalisator.’’ 
(Laughter. ) 

A BREACH OF USAGE. 
When the Home ‘Secretary rose to reply 
he was greeted with cries of “Oh "' from 
the Labour benches. ‘‘Ht tu Brute!’ 
exclaimed Commander Kenworthy, amid 
laughter. What Sir William wanted to 
say was that to refer the bill to a Select 
Committee at this period of the session 
would kill it. The bill had been dis- 
cussed for eleven days in Committee, and 
to kill it now for a motion of this kind 
would be a breach of the usages of the 
House. 
The motion was deleated by 144 votes 
to 104, and the House applied itself to 
the amendments. There were eight 
pages of them, and the discussion of the 
first one occupied some two hours. Mr. 
Hayday, the Labour member for Notting- 
ham, in seconding a proposal to give 
control to the Jockey Club and the 
National Hunt Committee, instead of to 
the Racecourse Betting Control Board, 
gave “ many reasons ” why a bill of this 
character was undesirable. Many credited 
him with a desire to talk the bill out, 
but, whatever his intention may have 
been, he failed to stay the distance. He 
did exceedingly well, however, and was 
cheered by his colleagues when he spoke 
of “following in dead men’s tracks and 
travelling from pastures refreshing into 
the sandy deserts of desolation.”’ : 
Replying on the merits of the amend- 
ment, Sir William Joynson-Hicks could 
only say that, in his opinion, it would 
be quite impossible for Parliament to 
give to the Jockey Club or any: other 
non-statutory body the power to say 
whether a certain thing was a crime in 
law or not. 
The amendment was defeated by 143 
votes to 111. 
On the next amendment, which pro- 
posed to extend the use of the totalisator 
to events other than horse-racing, Mr. 
Hayday made another speech Testing 
thirty-two minutes. The amendment was 
rejected, and further debate on the bill 
was adjourned,

BREMEN FLIERS LEAVE

The “flying” visit of the German 
airmen to Jreland came to an end yester- 
day morning, when the monoplane Europa 
left Baldonnel Aerodrome, Co. Dublin, for 
Doorn, Holland, where they are being 
entertained by the ex-Kaiser. 

Since their arrival last Tuesday evening 
at 6.50 o'clock Baron von Huenefeld, 
Captain Kéhl and Major Fitzmaurice have 
had a very full and arduous round of 
engagements to take up their time, and 
the visit to Limerick of the Baron and 
Major Fitzmaurice was certainly the 
shortest and the most hectic. experience 
since they made their great flight last 
April. After four hours in the town it 
was with considerable difficulty that they 
took leave of their hosts and caught a 
special train at 12.50 a.m. ' 


A SHORT REST. 
At Limerick Junction there was a short 
stop, and the party found on the line in 
the pouring rain a small crowd of ‘men 
and women, who had waited for hours on 
the chance of getting a glimpse of the 
airmen. The cheer they raised was 
heartening to the weary passengers, who 
reached Dublin at 2.35 a.m.—-approxi- 
mately 1 hour and 45 minutes later—and 
motored to the Gresham Hotel.

The 
final breakdown in the efforts to secure 
unanimity seems to have caused a few days’ 
further delay in completing the statement of 
the Commissioners’ views. 

Two separate reports are to be presented. 
one signed by Sir John Eldon Bankes and 
Mr. Withers, M.P., and the other by Mr. 
Lees-Smith, M.P. Politicians were interested 
in the fact that M. Lees-Smith, who is a 
member of the Labour Party Executive, and 
sits on the front Opposition bench in the 
House of Commons, is in a minority of one 
on the tribunal. 

Many members were disposed to assume 
from these circumstances, and their recollec- 
tion of Mr. Lees-Smith’s questions at the 
miquiry, that the majority report favours the 
police, and that Mr. Lees-Smith takes another. 
view of the police action. Inquiries in well- 
informed quarters go to show that there is 
some foundation for the assumption that the 
main trend of the majority report is favour- 
able to the police.

COPING WITH REMARK- 
ABLE TOURIST RUSH. 


Having crossed the Atlantic twice in 12 
days, the Cunarder Mauretania arrived back 
in Plymouth at three o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing. This establishes a new world's 
“record " on this run. 

With her arrival in New York delayed by 
heavy fog, the Mauretania had only 32 hours 
in port, During this time ‘est-bound 
passengers were disembarked and East-bound 
passengers embarked; a stock-taking of the 
ship's stores carried out; fresh supplies taken 
on board; 75,000 pieces of linen washed and 
returned to the ship; 5,000 tons of oil fuel 
bunkered ; and the ship cleaned from stem, to 
stern. 

The Mauretania left New York on Satur- 
day night, the sailing having been advanced 
four days to cope with the extraordinary rush 


of tourists s to leave for Europe at the 
end of June. Not only was all the saloon 
accommodation booked, but there was a big. 


waiting Jist, running mmto. three figures,- who 
could not be accommodated. 

The average speed of the crossing was 
25.3 knots—faster speed than any other liner 
has ever achieved. Over a period she 
averaged over 264 knots. 

Usually the “round” voyage of a big 
fast ship takes from seventeen to eighteen 
days.

affection or of sympathy with the stowaways. 

Captain Daniel most’ emphatically denied 
that he had appealed to the passengers for 
assistance or for volunteers for guarding the 
stowaways. He stated that four ex-nayal 
ratings offered their services, and as they 
were eminently suitable for the task, he 
availed himself of their offer.

MR. HOGAN’S REPLY. 
Tt was then the Minister's turn. His 
contribution to the debate was easily the 
best speech that was made during the 
entire week. “I made it clear during the 
debate on the original bill, and in the 
country,’ he said, ‘‘ that the rate of in- 
terest could not be less than six per cent.”’ 
The Corporation had got the money from 
people who earned it hard. and who 
wanted their interest on it. He went on 
to show that the bill was not meant to 
deal with the problem of the “down and 
outs.”’

DANGER TO HEALTH. 


CONDITION OF NORTHERN 
SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 


Slaughterhouse reform in the North was

aliout 390 of the private slaughterhouses in 
Northern Ireland were wholly exempt from 
inspection of anv kind, dead and dying ani- 
mals were often in contact with those await- 
ing death, and sometimes there were poultry 
roosting in the same place. The condition of 
these slaughterhouses was trtily deplorable, 
and the danger to public health could be 
bétter imagined than described.

UNIVERSITY MEN IN BUSINESS. — 

The Chancellor (Lord Londonderry), in his 
address, said that no more important gy “ 
had come over the business world in the 
last century than the increasing employment 
of university men in business. In America 
the control of industry and commefce 1s 
passing—if it has not already passed—into 
the hands of university duates. As long 
ago as 1896, 36 per cent. of the graduates 
of Harvard University went into business; 
in 1916 that proportion had risen to no 
less than 65 per cent. The same thing 
holds good in all universities in the United 
States. 

No one supposed that all graduates would 
be a success in business, or that a degree 
would fit everyone for industry or trade. 
Far from it. Every university turned out 
thousands of graduates who were quite un- 
fitted for success in business. lt was not 
urged that business should take the ordinary 
graduate, but that it should take the best, 
and that it should skim the cream of a uni- 
versity. The root of the question was that 
without first rate ability a business man 
could not prosper, especially under condi- 
tions with modern life and modern compéti- 
tion. What made a business succeed was the 
driving force at its head. and unless the 
force was of the very best quality there were 
few businesses that would survive. 

RESERVOIR OF ABILITIES, 

The chief reservoir of abilities in modern 
society was a university. A generation ago 
the probability was that a boy left school 
at seventeen and went no further. To-day 
with the perfection of the educational ladder 
they were swept into the university net. 
If business wanted first class brains—it 
wanted no less—it was to the university it 
must go to look for them. Nor was it only 
to the Faculty of Commerce that business 
men should apply for them. 

There were two views as to the best uni- 
versity training for the future business man. 
Some held he should study the subject with 
which he would deal in later life, and in 
most of the newer universities, as in their 
own, faculties of commerce had been founded 
where those subjects were studied, as well 
as economics in a wider sense. 

Others took a different view. They con- 
sidered a boy destined for business should 
receive a general education at the univer- 
sity. Those who held this latter view con- 
sidered that the university existed to broaden 
and discipline the mind, and that business 
problems themselves were best studied in the 
ofice. At Harvard University there was a 
compromise between those two views. 

PROBLEM IN THE NORTH. 

“ We in Northern Ireland,” concluded the 
Chancellor, “ have very seriously to consider 
whether we can afford to maintain the theory 
which our competitors have abandoned. The 
future of our industry depends upon our 
decision, If they are right and we are wrong, 
it will be even harder for us to compete with 
them in the future. The scales will be in- 
creasingly weighted against us, To those who 
think the changing conditions needed changed 
methods I would venture to make the prac- 
tical suggestion that we have at Queen’s a 
certain number of first-class students; we 
have a Faculty of Commerce, where, in addi- 
tion to full-time students, it is possible for 
those engaged in business to take a degree 
in five years.”’ 

He suggested it would pay employers to 
get into closer relation with the university 
and pick over year by year the large crop of 
graduates to be found there—first-class 
material of the character and disjosition 
necessary for business success.

WELCOMED BACK BY 
VILLAGERS. 


“There was a dratmatic end yesterday to the 
trial of Mrs. Beatrice Annie Pace, aged 56, 
who since “Monday hia been before Mr. 
Justice Horridge. at Gloucester Assizes, 
charged with the murder of her husband, 4 
Coleford querryman and sheep farmer. 

The case for the Crown finished just before 
lunch, and immediately on the resumtpion 
Mr. Norman Birkett, for Mrs. Pace, pleaded 
that there was ho vase to answer. 

Mr. Justice Horridge concurred, and 
directed the jury formally to return a verdict 
of not guilty. 

Immediately Mr, Justice Horridge left the 
Court Mrs. Pace shook hands with Mr. 
Birkett, and this was the signal for a great 
outburst of cheering and applauding in Court. 
Men in the gallery waved their hats and 
women their handkerchiefs. Mrs.- Pace, who 
was crying, blew. kisses to the crowd, 

Within a few seconds of the verdict being 
announced there was a roar of cheering from 
the thousands of people outside the Court. 
As the brothers and other relatives of the 
dead man left they were given a hostile re- 
ception, men and women shaking their fists 
in their faces. Mr. Birkett was loudly 
cheered, 

SCENE OUTSIDE THE COURT. 

Mrs. Pace after leaving the dock went to 
the room which she had occupied during the 
trial, and there her two daughters, Dorothy 
end Doris, were taken to her. There was an 
affecting scene as the mother clasped both 
of them in her arms. 

Then came her two brothers, Arnold and 
Fred. Martin, and they kissed their sister, 
who was almost hysterical by this time. 

One of those who talked with Mrs. Pace 
said: ‘‘ She told us that she had nothing on 
her conscience, and that that had borne her 
up during the anxious days.” 

On leaving the courthouse Mrs. Pace was 
enthusiastically greeted by thousands of 
sympathisers, we the police had some diffi- 
culty in keeping back the crowd. She waved 
her hand and blew kisses as her car moved 
slowly away to the Forest of Dean. 

DEFENCE COST £220 PER DAY. 

In his submission to the jury Mr. Birkett 
held that there was no evidence of adminis- 
tration of arsenic by the prisoner. Every- 
thing was consistent with self-administration. 
““ Upon this vital point, ‘ Who did it?’ the 
Crown is completely silent. Thére is no evi- 
dence whatever,” commented Mr. Birkett. 

Mr. Justice Horridge said that no case had 
heen more thoroughly investigated or could 
have been conducted with more scrupulous 
fairness by the prosecution than this case. 

It is estimated that the defence has cost 
£220 per day.

Mrs. Pace received a most affectionate wel- 
come from the villagers among whom she 
had lived for so many years. Standing at 
their doors, they cheered and: cried, “' Wel. 
come home again.”’

THE LATE LIEUTENANT- 
COLONEL FE. F. TWIGG.

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FUNERAL AT MALAHIDE. 

The death teok place on Tuesday last, at 
Greenwood, Malahide. County Dublin, of 
Lieutenant-Celonel Edward Francis Twigg, 
late of the Indian Army. 

Born im 1868, he was the youngest son of 
the late Canon Twigg, of Swords, County 
Dublin. He was @ducated at the Royal 
School, Dangannon, passed through Sand- 
hurst, and was gazetted to the 19th York- 
shire Regiment in 1887. In the following 
year he joined the Indian Staff Corps, and 
was appointed to the 24th Bombay Regi- 
ment. Subsequently he was transferred to 
the 124th Baluchistan Infantry, in which he 
spent the greater part of his service on the 
North-West Frontier. From 1885 to 1896 
he was on active service with the Mombasa 
Field Foree, being mentioned in despatches 
and awarded a medal. He also served at 
the Mahsud, Masiri, Blockade in 1900 and 
1901. and was mentioned in despatches. He 
commanded his battalion in China in 191] 
and 1912, after the Boxer Rising. 

During the Great War Licutenant-Colonel 
Twigg commanded his~ battalion in the 
column operating in Northern Persia under 
Sir Perey Sykes. On his réturn to India 
from Persia he was. invalided home oh 
account of sickhess’ contracted. during the 
operations. He retired from the Army in 
1919. After his retirement, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Twigg took an aetivé interest in the 


Service Men, by whose niembers he will be 
greatly missed. He was deeply interested in 
Irish antiquities, and was a member of the 
Antiquaman Society. A keen student of 
natural history, he was a member of the 
Trish Naturalists’ Field Ctub and of the Wild 
Birds’ Protection Association. Parochial and 
charitable matters oceupied much of Liew- 
tenant-Colonel Twigg’s. time. 

He was a Governor of the Protestant 
Orphan Society, and was Secretary of its 
local home. Hé was also a Governor of the 
Old Borough School of Swords. His leisure 
hours he usually devoted to sport.

NEW MARATHON FIGURES. 


Dr. O. Peltzer, of Germany, who two years 
ago set up a world’s record for the ‘half. 
mile at Stamford Bridge, surprisingly failed 
in the mile in the Amateur Athletic Associa- 
tion's championships, which were begun at 


Stamford Bridge, London, yesterday. Peltzer
